The toy ships are exact miniature models of G a it e d S t a t e s 
war vessels and transports, even to the slant of tin fu n n els, and 
are supplied with electric projielling 
machinery, 
complete 
even to storage batteries, 
By studying the mode! vessels 
submarine 
commanders 
would be abb* to recognize the ships of which the toys lire 
copies, notwithstanding attempt^ to disguise such shifts by 
camouflage and other devices. 
It does not seem probable that such an exact reproduction 
of our war vessels iii the form of toys w o u ld Im* made except 
as tips t o the foe.

We know that the gold, copper and other mines of Alaska 
have as yet hardly been touched; we 
know 
that 
this 
vast 
country is a store house of wealth aud in the grandeur of its 
fconic beauty offers great inducement to the prospector and 
tile tourist, but we are only just awakening to the possibilities 
of our immense northern teiritory as a factor in solving tin* 
food problem of the future. 
It is hard to believe that a mod­ 
ern flour mill in that far oif north is 
now 
grinding 
Alaska 
wheat; that A la sk a ’s reindeer ranches arc destined to play a 
big part in settling tlx* meat question for the t oited
